451: “A 
person, like a State, may do whatever is not 
prohibited. A corporation can do only what 
is expressly allowed by its charter.” 

Inthe more recent case of the Central 
Railroad Company et al. vs. Collins et al., 40 
a. Rep., 624, the Supreme Court of this State 
leclares the law in these words: “Every 
charter of a private corporation is a con- 
iract—first, between the State and the corpo- 
ration—to which each is solemnly bound— 
‘he State that it will not impair the obliga- 
(ion—the corporation that it will perform the 
»vjects of its incorporation and keep within 
‘be powers granted to it. Secondly, between 
the stockholders themselves. he stock- 
solders are bound to consent to the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the corporation by the 
najority and by the by-laws which that ma- 
jority makes. And the whole, on the other 
nand, agree with each other that they will ap- 
ily the funds of the company to the objects 
und purposes of the charter, and not other- 
wise. Both, as to the State and between the 
‘orporators, the law of this contract is the 
charter. The State has granted it no rights, 
and the individual stockholders have clothed 
it with no rights, except such as are clearly 
ind expressly set down in the charter.

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The Use of The Pardon Power by 
Governor Bullock. 


One of our Savannah contemporaries, the 
News or Republican, desires the Atlanta press 
to tell the people about Governor Bullock’s 
exercise of the pardon power. That paper 
quoted a pretty liberal distribution of Radi- 
cal pardons in some other Southern State 
made by its gencrous and tender-hearted Gov. 
ernor. We have been, for some time, intend- 
ing to give this information, and we now tak« 
great pleasure in gratifying our inquisitive 
contemporary. The figures will be found 
very intoxicating. 

The Governor has acted on 426 applica- 
tions for pardon since August 22, 1868. 01 
these 321 cases, involving 346 offenders wert 
pardoned, 72 applications were refused and 
33 punishments commuted. At this time 
168 applications for pardons are before the 
Governer. The following is the classifica- 
tion : 

Murder, pardoned, 48 ; murder, commuted, 
18; simple larceny, pardoned, 76, other 
larceny 14, assault to murder 20, burglary 
in the night 18, burglary in the day 15, 
manslaughter 15, assault 20, assault to rap 
5, homicide 1, cheating and swindling 3, 
stabbing 3, horse stealing 7, bigamy 6, forgery 
4, perjury 3, robbery 8, fornication and adul- 
trv 7, seduction 1, incestuous adultery 1, arson 
5, misdemeanor 9, bastardy 1, rape 1, com- 
pounding felony 1.
